Former Overcomes Disadvantage of Weight and Rac- 
ing Luck in Game Fashion — Jockey Peak 
Sustains Serious Injuries. 



Cincinnati. O.. November 5. — Ideal weather and a 
fast track figured prominently iu tlie good racing 
this afternoon at i.atoiua. The sport was witnessed 
li.i a big crowd. Two handicaps at sprinting dis- 
tances were offered as features. One was for ju- 
venlles ami E. IJ. Bradley s crack. Black Tolley, was 
forced to do his hot to win it. lie was conceding 
lumps of weight to his opponents. Init litis would 
have been of tittle matter had lie not been forced 
extremely wide oil the stretch turn, winch cost 
him much ground. lie proved his gameitess liy 

standing a terrilie drive in the last furlong and got 
up to win over Maud 1>. I.. The latter, running in 
her best form, raced the speedy John Guild into sub 
mission and only faltered in the last few strides. 
John Guild was a respectable third. 

Theresa Gill made good iu the other handicap 
xvlvn she in ai SeOago by a narrow margin. Sebago 
was backed into favoritism and his slowing m the 
luce represented a vast improvement over some of 
his recent previous efforts. After the iiuisli of this 
race a mishap oei-urred that may result seriously for 
jockey l*eak . lie was astride Floral Park aud, after 
polling her tip. 'lie became unmanageable and ran at 
top f |m-«*«I the reverse way of the course until she 
readied tin- gaii <m the hackstrelch. where she at 
lempted to holt. Peak made an effort to leave her 
back at lid' juncture, tint miscalculated aud after 
tailing was struck or stepped on by the tilly. He 
sustained a deep gash on the head aud also received 
other injuries lie was rushed with all speed to a 
nearby Hospital iu a seemingly serious condition. 

The main incident in a racing way developed 
in the closing dash when Dr. Waldo Briggs, the 
favorite, after getting practically left at the isist. 
with semulngiy not a ghost of a chalice to tigure lit 
ihe rui'iing a toimded the onlookers by closing a 
■ itir.einii.il' gap and just failing to iieai Phil Mohr, 
'in- winner. I>r. Waldo Itriggs was going much t.ie 
fastest at the end and would have won had the ills 
lame been a trifle further. 

Herpes furnished an upset in the opening dasli 
when she managed to scurry home iu advance of 
lioeuir and .Mattson. The latter pair, running as the 
(I. A. Blnnelii entry, ruled favorite. 

Dr. Samuel, the favorite of the second, had little 
dlffieult.x in 'how ing tin* way to the others. He 
was a stoutly-backed choice. Jalsit. at a long price, 
made .1 runaway of the tiftli race, with Miniorioso 
in second place and ('lark M. third. The latter, 
under more vigorous handling, would have lieeu for- 
mula hie. 

Dr. Samuel and Black Toney made up the winning 
two- horse combination, which yielded *11. Ho for $2. 
The three-horse combination went to the field back- 
ers. each of whom received S-V 2o from the pool. 

Phil Reilly, who Is connected in an official capa- 
city with Vancouver racing, was among today’s visi- 
tors and watched the mutuel betting methods here 
closely with the idea of obtaining )>ointers for im- 
provements in this connection for western use. 

John H. Mailigin of Hie Fort Erie track stopped 
off this afternoon to witness tlie racing. 

There were sixty excess entries for tlir.-e of tlie 
races carded for lomoi row. 

J. F. Strode lias purchased Billie Baker from J. C. 
Milam and will ship this horse, with live others, to 
Charleston to race this winter. 

J. YV. Pugh, former owner of Fonsolnca, who was 
considered almost certain of election as sheriff of 
Kenton County, was beaten by a small majority by 
his republican opponent.

19o5. and was not sent to Ihe post until a three 
year-old. He rapidly proved himself one of the best 
handicap horse* in training mid was sent to Fug 
la ml with other of tlie Belmont horses. After his 
return to this country, lie won frequently until this 
season, when he would not stand training. 



BIG FIELDS AND GOOD PRICES. 



Many Horses Go to the Post in Day's Races at 
Pimlico— Fourteen Starters in Steeplechase. 



Baltimore. Md., November 5. — Big fields aud long 
prices ruled at Pimlico this afternoon. A seven- 
horse race furnished the smallest field of the day 
and the great number of starters resulted in some of 
the longest pices of the meeting against the win- 
ners. It begau with the opener, which went to 
harebell, sold in the field, the filly paying $02.80 
to win. This youngster was practically given away 
by J. J. McCafferty, acting for Dr. J. S. Tyree, in 
Canada last spring, and it turns out that she is 
the liest of the big lot of yearlings that McCafferty 
bought in Kentucky last fall. 

Even in the steeplechase the field was large, four 
teen horses facing the starter. Ital Parr's The YY’el- 
k in scored her second victory of the meeting and 
bowed by her performance that she is still the 
good jum‘|ier she was one year ago. though tier 

mgs ure troublesome. The YN’elkin was in front 
practically all the way. In the last half mile the 
race resolved itself into a contest lietween The 
Welkin and George Kuo. The latter ran a good 

race, but at tlie last fence he made a bud landing, 

iiliicli lost him whatever chalice he may have hud 
,o boat The YVelkin. 

Good I)av was another long priced winner. This 
was iu the mile and three-sixteenths race. Chester 
Kriiiu was ou his bad behavior at tlie isist. as usual, 
and when the field got away he was turned sideways, 
lie ran Into a contending position at mice and re- 
mained well up with the leaders lo the stretch, 

where he tired. Good Day. which was always in the

amt bought by Wayne Joplin.

NO MORE ASSUMED NAMES IN ENGIAND. 



The Jockey Club of England took an important 
step last mouth in the adoption of a new rule doing 
awuv with the long established practice ot racing 
under an assumed name. Previously rule 93 had 
l-iad- '• Yn assumed name cannot lie used unless 
annuallr registered aud the fee paid. A registration 
routinu'S effectual only during the current year. 

Ys amended the rule now reads: "A name as- 

sumed for the purposes of racing cannot be used. 

Yl though other things contributed to this action, 
it * scents probable that the principal impelling mo- 
tive was to prevent bookmakers from, as one meui- 
!ht stated it. "racing under one name and betting 
under another." In the discussion of the matter 
it was recognized that a measure of hardship was 
involved in certain eases where assumed names had 
been used with absolute propriety ami integrity. 
But on the whole it was decided Hint the time had 
arrived for the abrogation of this privilege, even 
though it should result in the retirement from racing 
of desirable participants. Steward F. YY\ Lamb- 
ton, in moving tlie adoption of the new rule, stated 
the case thus: "lie took it that the reason for an 

assumed name could only lie for two purposes— 
either concealment or deception: and they were 

aiding and abetting concealment or deception at 
$150 a head. He also maintained that it was an in- 
sult to the morals of tin* racing world. In one 
sentence ho would state what he meant by that. An 
assumed name implied one of two Things: either that 
the tmf was not good enough for a man’s name, or 
that a man’s name was not good enough for the turf. 
Either of those propositions was insulting: but they 
accepted $150. and swallowed the insult. The Jockey 
Club ought to set the highest example iu raeiug 
matters: if they were going to keep a rule by which 
they aided and abetted deception and concealment, 
and a rule which might lead, as l)r. Johnson had 
said, to vice or rougbery. they, xvere not keeping 
to the straight path which the Jockey Club ought 
to follow.” 



ARRANGING FOR CANADIAN REMOUNTS. 



The Canadian Gazette. London, has the following 
'in -omit of a luncheon at tlie Savoy Hotel, at which 
the question of war horses from. Canada was dis 
cussed iji a friendly way: 

"A mid-day party at the Savoy Hotel brought 
reminders of the newer intimacy of Canada and the 
Motherland, in pursuit -of common ends and in do 
feuse of common interests. There were present 
Sir Edward YVanl. Under secretary of State tor YY’ar; 
Brigadier-General Landou, commanding the Army 
Service Corps of England; Lord Brooke: Colonel 
Ford, commanding the School of Instruction. Aider- 
shot- Major Cox. assistant director of Remounts; 
Colonel Hobbs. Director of Transport. London: John 
F Ryan, National Bureau of Breeding. Canada, a 
body of high national and imperial usefulness: 
Lieutenant-Colonel Biggar. Director Canadian Trans- 
put and Supply: M. Scott Griffin. European Manager 
Royal Steamship Lines, and others. 

"Much was sahl at the luncheon of the possibili- 
ties of useful co-op-ration lietween the Army Re- 
mount Department of tlie British Army and horse- 
breeders in every Canadian Province working through 
the National Bureau. Canada is destiued to be a 
main source of supply for the British Army. 

"Sir Edward YY’ard wished the bureau success, 
and promised to do everything possible to help along 
the good work.”
